The Old Order Changeth 
The following editorial from the Sunkist Courier contains 
gome points that are applicable to other lines of merehandising 
as well as to the citrus industry: 

An article in one of the trade papers recently cites an ad- 
dress by Hl. D. Hootman, extension pomologist at  Miehigan 
State college and secretary of the Michigan State Horticultural 
Society, which contains some very interesting figures as to the 
decrease in per capita consumption of apples in the last thirty 
years. 

Mr. Hootman pointed out that the per capita consumption 
of apples in this country in 1899 was 1071 pounds, whereas 
in 1991 it was 68 pounds per person, a deerease of 3914 pounds, 
or approximately 35 per cent. 

He points out that whereas apples are just as good to eat 
and just as health-giving today as they were in 1899 they are, 
nevertheless, not being consumed in as large quantities as they 
were 33 years ago, because other competitive fruits have been | 
imroduced, developed and pepularized.
